WHEAT LOANS 
ARE A VAILABLE 


Money Available to Far­ 
mers Who Want to Hold 
Grain For Awhile 


(By Associated Press) 
WASHINGTON, July 14. — The 
government offered loans averaging 
59 to 60 cents a bushel 
on 
1938 
wheat today to farmers wanting to 
store their crops for better prices. 
Secretary Wallace announced the 
complex scale of loan rates. It var­ 
ied from as low as 50 cents a bu­ 
shel for some wheat farmers hold­ 
ing their grain on the farm, to as 
high as 82 cents at the grain term i­ 
nal for the highest protein spring 
wheat.
